Ever want to try something new with ham radio? Mark your calendars, here’s your chance! It is a hand-held 
radio version of “hide and seek”! 


Fellow Club member, Mr. Vincenzo “Vinnie” Sallustio, N4NYY, will be the “fox” that will hide a transmit- 
ter for us “hounds” to find. What devious plan does he have in mind to try and stump us? 
We might have to work together as a “hunt pack” to find him. 


For those that have not tried one of these fox hunts before, the idea is simple, and is quite 
fun. You can even bring the whole family along. It goes something like this. 


On day or so before the hunt, Vinnie will send an email to the Club reflector. In it, he will 
give directions that will narrow down the search area we have to hunt in to something no 
larger than approximately 4 square miles, here in southern NJ. Then, by | pm on Novem- 
ber 17", we drive into that area, and wait to hear from him on the W2MMD 2 Meter re- 
peater (147.180 MHz PL Tone 131.8 Hz) asking for check-ins. You can also check-in us- 
ing EchoLink : W2MMD-R. Each car full of us will check in with him on the repeater, so 
that he’ll know who all is hunting, and can give clues if anyone gets lost. Then the trans- 
mitter is turned on, and the hunt begins! 


By using a “warmer / colder” technique, where the signal is strongest when you are closer, 
and weaker when further away, or any technique of your choosing, the idea is to find the 
transmitter within an hour. If anyone is still searching after an hour, he’ II talk us all in us- 
ing the Club’s repeater, so that all hunters will have the chance to meet up with him and 
laugh about our adventures! 


The transmitter is a Byonics MicroFox 15. The hunt frequency is 146.565 MHz. The 
transmission mode is FM simplex. When you are getting close to the transmitter, you can 
switch to 439.695 MHz, which is the 3" harmonic, to get a better read on its location. 
Hunters are encouraged to team up together, as it is a great event to partner up with non- 
ham family members who can help drive while you home-in on the signal using your ra- 
dio. 


So, who’s ready for a fun fall fox hunt! See you out there!

Indications on 50 mc are that worldwide DX may soon be possible again from most parts of the country. 
Contacts with South America have been made from most northern sections of the United States, and open- 
ings to northern areas are expected soon. The period October 24 to 26 is promising for this work. Watch for 
signs of aurora at night, and for South American DX stations during the next day. European TV signals near 
the 50 mc band were heard in New England the morning of October 15" for the first time this season. While 


the VHF for the North Atlantic path is not expected to rise as high as last year, some work with Europe 
should be possible, Swedish amateurs are still on 50 mc. Crossband contacts should be possible by listening 
on 28 mc and transmitting on 50 mc....AR 


More Information on the Club 6 Meter Project 


There seems to be some misunderstanding among many of the Club members concerning the special 6 Me- 
ter project. This project is intended to stimulate interest in civilian defense and provide universal emergency 
communications gear that is reliable at a low cost. There are several ways of achieving our goal. 


The first possible method that was considered was to buy the Heathkit Citizen's Band transceivers and con- 
vert them to 6 Meters. The second consideration was to take a good circuit of a 6 Meter transceiver and build 
it from parts available among the membership free of cost and purchase the remaining materials needed. 
Other possibilities are perhaps something like the SJRA project "X" or the use of surplus gear. 


The requirements that are necessary for the type or equipment that we need are as follows : 
6 Meter operation 
Reliability 
. Portable 
. Universal (all must be alike) 
Operation from commercial power lines or any auto battery 
. Lowincost 
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Except for the cost, the Gonset Communicator is the ideal solution for the job at hand. However, it is need- 
less to say that the cost of a Gooney Box is prohibitive for many of the Club members. It may be possible to 
convert a Heathkit transceiver to 6 Meters. However, the most economical approach is the home brew trans- 
mitter which the majority of the Club members favored when the project was proposed in September. 


If this project is to be a success, several factors must be considered : 
1. Avoid circuits that are difficult to make work 
2. Avoid components that are easily damaged (i.e. transistors) 
3. Provide technical data and assistance to the less experienced 
4. Reduce to a minimum, the mechanical work required of the builder 


The project as we now propose it is to be in the form of a kit similar to that of the kit manufacturers, if at all 
possible. There will be instructions and pictures to aid in assembling the kit. All holes in the chassis and 
panel will be drilled and punched and necessary hardware provided. The only additional items that will be 
needed to get on the air will be an antenna and a carbon mike. The transceiver will be housed in an 8 x 10 x 
7 inch steel chassis cabinet. 


At present the project is in the planning stage and work is now beginning on the first unit to prove out the 
circuitry, etc. We can’t definitely predict at this time when the first kits will be available for sale. Much will 
depend on the help that becomes available to the committee and the contribution of parts that will be needed.

How to get “plugged in” to the amateur radio community

This morning, I found this email in my inbox : 


"Thank you for your website and great content. I passed the Tech and General tests on Saturday, 
and I will be taking the Extra exam in November. Your “No Nonsense” guides were very helpful. 


"I do have a question, though. How do I stay current on what’s happening in the ham world? For 
example the CQ WW SSB contest was this weekend. How do newbies know this kind of thing ? How 
do we find local or regional hamfests and other events?" 


This is a great question. Like any special interest, it can seem daunting to get plugged in (pun intended) to 
the community. Here are a few of my suggestions : 


Join The ARRL : (www.arrl.org). The American Radio Relay League (ARRL) is really the place to start 
for information related to amateur radio. OST, the ARRL’s monthly magazine, includes news about upcom- 
ing contests and ARRL-sanctioned hamfests. It also reviews new amateur radio products and provides a 
wealth of technical information. 


In addition to @ST, the ARRL publishes many email newsletters that members can subscribe to. For exam- 
ple, Contest Update is a biweekly newsletter that not only lists upcoming contests, but also includes tips on 
operating contests. The ARES E-Letter is a monthly public service and emergency communications newslet- 
ters. There are also email newsletters for ham radio instructors, those interested in DX, legislative matters, 
and satellite operation. 


Join Your Local Club : While the ARRL will help you keep abreast of amateur radio news and events na- 
tionally and internationally, if you want to know what going on in amateur radio in your area, you should 
join your local club. To find clubs near you, go to : www.arrl.org/find-a-club. 


Visit The WA7BNM Contest Calendar : (www.contestcalendar.com). This contest calendar has become 
my go-to resource for any and all contest information. This site provides detailed information about amateur 
radio contests throughout the world, including their scheduled dates/times, rules summaries, log submission 
information and links to the official rules as published by the contest sponsors. Its features include an 8-Day 
calendar, a 12-Month calendar, and separate calendars for state QSO parties, CW contests, and QRP con- 
tests. You can also get a weekly e-mail of contests taking place in an 8-day period (Monday through Mon- 
day), as well as a list of contests scheduled for the next week and a list of log submission information for re- 
cent contests. 


Ham Radio Blogs : Blogs are also a good way to keep up with what’s going on in amateur radio. I like to 
think that I do a good job of covering what’s going on in amateur radio, but, of course, I can’t do it all. 
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That being the case, you might also want read other blogs. Other amateur radio blogs that you might want to 
check out include : 

¢ The KONR Radio Site : (Wwww.k0nr.com/wordpress) 

¢ QRP - When you care to send the very least : (www.w2lj.blogspot.com) 

¢ Everything Ham Radio : (www.everythinghamradio.com) 


There are a bunch of other good ones out there. Find the ones you like and subscribe to them, so that you get 
a notification when new items are posted. 


Mailing Lists : Mailing lists are kind of old school, but if you have a special interest, chances are that there 
is a mailing list for it. For example, I own an Elecraft KX-3, so I subscribe to the Elecraft KX User Group 
mailing list (www.groups.io/g/Elecraft-KX). Many amateur radio mailing lists are migrating to the 
Groups.io. To find a list, just click on the “Find or Create a Group” link at the top of the page. I just did a 
search for “amateur radio” and found 910 different amateur radio mailing lists. 


Podcasts And Videocasts : Podcasts are also another great way to stay up with amateur radio. I’m partial to 
the ICQPodcast (www.icqpodcast.com) because I am on the panel once a month. The podcast not only in- 
cludes a discussion of what’s new in amateur radio, but also a feature, which digs a little deeper into a par- 
ticular topic. Other great podcasts are Ham Radio Workbench (www.hamradioworkbench.com), and 
Linux in the Ham Shack (www.lhspodcast.info). Internet video shows that are worth checking out are 
Ham Radio 2.0 (www.livefromthehamshack.tv), Ham Radio Now (www.hamradionow.tv/home), and 
Ham Nation (www.twit.tv/shows/ham-nation). 


This is by no means an exhaustive list. If you have an amateur radio information resource that you find par- 
ticular helpful, please let me know.

70 Years A Ham 


It was 7:00 AM on November 25, 1949, the day after Thanksgiving, and I had been planning my trip to the 
FCC field office in lower Manhattan for many months. My ever-vigilant mother was using her best efforts to 
convince me not to go that day because it was drizzling, and snow was forecast for the afternoon. When she 
saw how important the trip was for me, she relented. What helped convinced her was the school was closed 
and the FCC was open. 


I had been studying for the test for a few years, with a year of so taken off when the hormones kicked in and 
girls seemed more important that ham radio, thank goodness that phase passed quickly. 


My Elmer, Jim McGinty, SK W2YYJ, would not let me take the test until I could copy Morse code at 18 
words per minute (WPM) on W1AW. I disliked him at the time, but I will be forever grateful because not 
only did I copy the 13 WPM license test solid, but I was comfortable enough with my code to get on the air, 
with a home-brew rig on 40 meters. To this day over 80% of my High-Frequency (HF) QSOs are on CW. 
Three of my buddies took their FCC test when they could copy Morse at 13 WPM on WI1AW,, all three failed 
the code test, 2 of them never got a license. 


If there were vanity calls back in those days, I would probably be W2YYJ today. 


At one point I had been given a copy of an ARRL handbook, I had read it cover-to-cover, including ads. My 
CW test was not a problem, thanks to W2YYJ, and reading the handbook, plus an ARRL license manual put 
me in a state of mind where I was totally convinced, I would pass the test, I also passed the 2" Class Radio- 
Telephone license. In due course W2DEC arrived in the mail. 


Back in 1949 there were only three classes of license, Class A, B, and C. Class C was a Conditional license. 
If you lived too far from an FCC field office, you could arrange to have the test proctored, if you passed you 
received a Class C license. The entry level license was a Class B which roughly equates to today’s General, 
however you could not operate phone below 10 meters. You must be a Class B for a year before you could 
take the Class A test, then you could operate phone on 75 and 20 meters, there was no phone on 40 meters. 


An interesting side bar was that most hams did not know that W calls were being reissued in the second call 
area. It was not unusual when people would say, “hi old timer” when I worked them on the air. 


At the end of my licensing year I went back to NY and took my Class A license. I was so excited that I went 
to Harrison Radio and purchase a microphone even though I didn’t have a rig with a modulator. 
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The day after I received my driver’s license, I enlisted in the Army Signal Corps reserves, not out of any 
sense of patriotism but you could occasionally get free radio gear. When I came time to go into active duty 
service, during the Korean War, every person in my basic training battalion went to advance basic training, I 
went to 6 months of school at Fort Monmouth, NJ which was only about 40 miles from my home. 


Ham radio has really been good to me, it might well have saved my life by keeping me out of combat during 
the Korean War and into the best radio and electronics school the Army had to offer. 


In my late teens through my late 20s I had propensity to be in the right place at the right time, frequently for 
the wrong reason. 


Significant changes over the past 70 years : 

1. VE Sessions eliminating the need to travel to an FCC field office for a license or upgrade. 

Code requirement eliminated for FCC issued ham radio licenses. 

Transition from AM phone to SSB. 

Vanity calls. 

Satellite and moon bounce. 

Operating a rig remotely. 

Digital free software from Joe Taylor, K2JT, making QSOs with stations that are 20 DB below 

the noise level possible. 

8. Joe Taylor’s FT8 produced more on-air QSOs than all other modes combined. 

9. Discontinuance of Novice and Advanced class license although present holders can renew them 
forever. 

10. The demise of Heathkit signaling the shift of hams being technology based to appliance operators. 
Hams rarely build anything anymore. 

11. One of the best sunspot cycles and one of the worse. 

12. DXCC listing in QST transitioned from a half page monthly containing the mixed and phone 
honor rolls, new member and endorsements to an annual yearbook. 

13. FCC does almost no rule enforcement. 

14. You can no longer ascertain the location of person with an FCC issued call. When W1UL (my 
initials) became available I jumped on it with no problem with the FCC despite the fact I have 
live in New Jersey my entire life, except for military, and even them took basic training Signal 
Corps school at Fort Dix and Fort Monmouth respectively.

Those were the years when the club met on the top floor of the Pitman Municipal 
Building. Ken invited me to attend FD for 1968. I had upgraded to General by then, and had a home station 
consisting of a Heathkit DX-60B to transmit, and a Hammarlund HQ-180A receiver. Dipoles and a small 
Mosley tribander were the antennas. At the 1968 FD, Ken was the primary op on 80CW, and was running a 
pileup at 30WPM or more, being a talented CW op. He had amassed a small crowd who were marveling at 
his high QSO rate and flawless copying of the many stations calling. I was a night-time op on 20m CW that 
year (General portion only of course). There was a lot of competition back then to operate the best CW 
bands, and often a list of ops waiting to step in and grab a few hours. You will be sorely missed OM. RIP

my life. I only knew him since 2009. Just a true class act. RIP Ken.

144 - 146 MHz Removed From French Proposal 
For Additional Aeronautical Applications 


The 144 - 146 MHz Amateur Radio segment has been re- AL 
moved from a French proposal to study spectrum additional Li 
for Aeronautical Mobile Service (AMS) applications. France “~ 


had included the band, which comprises the entire 2 meter band in Electronic Communications Committee CPG 
ITU Region 1, for consideration as a European Conference of Tele- 

communications and Postal Administrations (CEPT) position for World Radiocommunication Conference 
2019 (WRC-19). Heading into a just-ended CEPT Conference Preparatory Group (CPG) meeting in Turkey 
this past week, France was holding firm on the proposal to have AMS share 144 — 146 MHz with Amateur 
Radio. The CPG meeting considered CEPT ECC positions on this and other issues for WRC-19. 


The International Amateur Radio Union ([ARU) had called the French proposal for 144 - 146 MHz 
“unsound” and contended that sharing of the current amateur allocation with AMS radio systems would not 
be possible “without a significant likelihood of mutual interference.” 


The French spectrum study proposal would have had to gain approval from at least 10 CEPT countries at the 
CPG meeting - with not more than 6 opposing - to appear on the agendas of WRC-19 and WRC-23, where a 
final decision would be made. 


Also at the CEPT meeting, at the insistence of the European Commission, a WRC-23 agenda item was con- 
sidered necessary to address world-wide protection of Regional Navigational Satellite Systems (RNSS) from 
amateur emissions in the 23 centimeter band, 1240 - 1300 MHz. Delegates agreed to a draft WRC Resolution 
that stresses the importance of the band to the Amateur Service and explicitly excludes the removal of exist- 
ing allocations as part of the proposed agenda item. The issue stems from reported incidents of interference 
to the Galileo GPS E6 signal on 1278.750 MHz. 


Other Amateur Radio-related issues addressed at the CEPT CPG included : 


¢ Agreement to a European Common Proposal (ECP) on allocating 50 - 52 MHz to the Amateur Service in 
Region | (Europe, Africa, and the Middle East) on a secondary basis, with a footnote listing those coun- 
tries where the Amateur Service will have a primary allocation in the band 50 - 50.5 MHz (WRC-19 
Agenda Item 1.1). 

«Agreement to an ECP on spectrum to be considered for International Mobile Telecommunications (IMT), 
which does not now include the primary Amateur Radio band at 47 - 47.2 GHz (WRC Agenda Item 
1.13). 

«Agreement to an ECP that retains the current regulatory position in the 5725 — 5850 MHz band that in- 
cludes secondary Amateur Radio and Amateur Satellite allocations (WRC Agenda Item 1.16). 

¢No change to an already agreed upon CEPT position on wireless power transmission (WRC Agenda item 
9.1.6). This calls for no change in the Radio Regulations to address the question of operating frequency 
for wireless power transmission for electric vehicle charging (WPT-EV), but leaves open the question of 
spurious emissions from WPT-EV.

IARU Region | President Don Beattie, G3BJ, said that the IARU team at Ankara - the only representatives 
of the Amateur Service at the meeting - had presented clear and convincing arguments for Amateur Radio 
positions and that he was pleased that regulators had recognized the strength of the amateur case. He ex- 
pressed his thanks to everyone who contributed to the outcome at CPG. 


CEPT is one of the six regional telecommunications organizations but viewed as the most influential. The 
issues now move to WRC-19 in Egypt this fall for final resolution. [ARU will be represented at the interna- 


tional gathering, which gets under way in late October. - Thanks to IARU.

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ARRL Thanks Official Observers as Volunteer Monitor Program is Set to Debut 


As the September 30 date for the closing of the Official Observer (OO) program nears, ARRL has 
expressed deep appreciation to the hundreds of volunteers who gave their time as Official Observers 
to help preserve the integrity of the Amateur Radio bands. 


The Official Observer program has served the Amateur Radio community and assisted the FCC Enforcement 
Bureau for more than 85 years. The OO program is giving way to the new Volunteer Monitor (VM) 
(www.arrl.org/volunteer-monitor-program) program, established as part of a formal partnership between 
ARRL and the FCC. ARRL and the FCC signed a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) 
(www.arrl.org/files/file/V olunteer % 20Monitor/2019 % 20ARRL %20MOU % 20- % 20final % 203-12.pdf) 
earlier this year that establishes the Volunteer Monitor program as a successor to the Official Observers. The 
first Volunteer Monitors should be in place and ready to begin their duties this fall. 


"Thank you for your dedication and service," ARRL Regulatory Information Manager Dan Henderson, 
NIND, said. "It was the good work of the OOs over many years that laid the foundation for the FCC to rec- 
ommend this new agreement for enforcement." The FCC proposed the program following the closures of 
several FCC regional offices and a reduction in field staff. 


Last February, Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, who once handled Amateur Radio enforcement for the FCC, 
was named to oversee the development and implementation phases of the Volunteer Monitor program. 


Under the new VM program, volunteers trained and vetted by ARRL will monitor the airwaves and gather 
evidence that could be used to correct misconduct as well as to recognize exemplary on-air operation. ARRL 
will refer instances of flagrant violation to the FCC for action, in accordance with FCC guidelines, and the 
FCC will give priority to enforcement cases developed by the VM program. 


Official Observers were invited to apply to become Volunteer Monitors, and many did. The requirements for 
being a Volunteer Monitor include : 
¢ Ability to utilize state-of-the-art receiving equipment and to access no-cost remote receive sites; 
strong writing and communication skills 
¢ An understanding of the importance of thorough documentation 
¢ Basic word processing and data entry skills 
¢ The ability to send such information, including recordings, to ARRL electronically. Applicants 
must also be ARRL members, have no history of FCC enforcement action, hold a Technician- 
class or higher license, and been licensed for at least 3 years. 


Applicants underwent a training and certification program administered by ARRL and were vetted by ARRL 
through at least one oral interview and a preliminary evaluation by ARRL staff. Volunteer Monitors will 
serve 3-year terms at the pleasure of ARRL. 


The objectives of the Volunteer Monitoring Program include improving and promoting knowledge and com- 
pliance of FCC Amateur Radio Service rules, extending and preserving the tradition of self-regulation and 
self-administration of the Amateur Radio Service by volunteers, and enabling the FCC Enforcement Bureau 
"to more efficiently and effectively utilize its resources in enforcing the Communications Act and Commis- 
sion rules," according to the MOU.

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ARRL HF Band Planning Committee Reactivated To 
Address Spectrum Issues 


In an effort to more effectively address HF digital technology issues, ARRL 

President Rick Roderick, KSUR, has reactivated the ARRL Board of Directors’ 

HF Band Planning Committee. The six-member panel, chaired by First Vice 
President Greg Widin, KOGW, will primarily focus on spectrum allocation issues that 
have gained increased visibility with discussions on accommodating automatically con- 
trolled digital stations (ACDS) - many employing Winlink email. The committee will 
also discuss operating frequencies for FT4, FT8, and other digital modes. Widin says 
the committee will meet next week to chart its course. Reactivation of the HF Band Planning Committee 
came out of discussions during the July 2019 ARRL Board meeting. 


“ARRL is not trying to shut down digital communication or shut down Winlink in particular,” Widin said, 
adding that ARRL recognizes Winlink’s proven track record in emergency communication. His committee 
also will consider Winlink supporters’ calls for the expansion of the ACDS segments spelled out in §97.221 
(b) of the amateur rules. 


“This is not an easy task by any means,” Widin allowed. “They’re not making more bandwidth.” He said this 
is especially a problem on 40 meters. 


“We’re well aware that Winlink is the de facto standard supporting emergency communications in many 
parts of the country, but we have to figure out how it can operate with other modes, so that everybody can 
communicate,” Widin said, “without having one mode overrun any other mode.” The committee will not ad- 
dress data encryption questions at this point, however. 


In response to ARRL’s 2013 petition to delete the so-called “symbol rate” limit and replace it with a maxi- 
mum bandwidth for data emissions of 2.8 kHz below 29.7 MHz, the FCC proposed to eliminate symbol rate 
(baud rate) limitations for data transmissions but declined to propose a bandwidth limitation. 


At its July meeting, the ARRL Board of Directors called for ARRL’s Washington Counsel to obtain FCC 
approval for several Part 97 rule changes. The Board asked for a rulemaking petition to remove the current 
300 baud rate limitation; authorize all ACDS below 30 MHz, regardless of bandwidth, to operate only within 
the ACDS bands designated in §97.221(b); require digital stations operating with a bandwidth greater than 
500 Hz to operate within the ACDS bands, whether or not automatically controlled, and limit the maximum 
bandwidth of digital signals below 29 MHz to 2.8 kHz. 


ARRL-initiated mediation efforts for rival parties to reach consensus on all or some of the issues raised in 
the “symbol rate” proceeding ended a few days prior to the July Board meeting. While those discussion were 
useful, no consensus among parties was reached for FCC consideration. Widin said some positions may have 
been too divergent to find viable middle ground. 


“We still want to change the symbol rate limitation into a bandwidth limitation, which makes a lot more 
sense in terms of current and future modes,” Widin said. The panel also hopes to work with the WSJT-X De- 
velopment Group to establish FT4 frequencies compatible with existing band plans. 


Widin further suggested that his committee will have to look beyond the current landscape of HF digital 
modes into what might lie ahead.

SB QST ARL ARLBO21 Ad Hoc Legislative Advocacy Committee to Meet with Lawmakers 


ARRL's Ad Hoc Legislative Advisory Committee will meet with several members of Congress later this 
month in Washington to introduce new Committee members, reacquaint the lawmakers with Amateur Ra- 
dio's most-pressing issues, seek their input on the best ways to achieve ARRL's objectives in Congress, and 
request their continuing support. Committee members have completed a comprehensive analysis of Amateur 
Radio Parity Act deficiencies for dissemination to Amateur Radio's backers on The Hill. The panel now is 
following up on this process with the meetings later this month. 


The Committee has contracted with The Keelen Group to provide advice and recommendations regarding 
ARRL's legislative relationships. Keelen Group advisors also will aid in organizing and guiding the meetings 
between ARRL representatives and key congressional allies in support of Amateur Radio initiatives. 


On June 12, the Legislative Advisory Committee held the first of a series of meetings in DC with ARRL 
Washington Counsel David Siddall, K3ZJ, The Keelen Group, and a small contingent of radio amateurs as- 
sociated with various governmental and nongovernmental partners to solicit their perspectives and assistance 
in charting a future course of action. Pacific Division Director and Committee Chair Jim Tiemstra, K6JAT, 
described these individuals as "critical allies in ARRL's efforts to achieve its legislative objectives." 


The process of analyzing and clarifying ARRL's aims began when the Committee was reconstituted with 
new members at the ARRL Board of Directors' January meeting. The Board had determined a need to 
"review, reexamine, and reappraise the ARRL's regulatory and legislative policy with regard to private land- 
use restrictions," with the aim of renewing, continuing, and strengthening ARRL's effort to achieve relief 
from such restrictions. 


"There seems to be no countervailing policy that could justify arbitrary conditions, covenants and restric- 
tions," Tiemstra said. "Indeed, public policy should clearly favor the needs of the Amateur Radio operator." 


Amateur Radio's role in public service and emergency communication will be the Committee's strongest ar- 
gument in seeking relief from private land-use restrictions that limit amateurs’ ability to operate effectively. 


The Committee will analyze the outcomes of this month's meetings and draft a report with recommendations 
for the ARRL Executive Committee to review and consider at its October 12 meeting. The full Board is ex- 
pected to take up the issue at its January 2020 meeting.

SB QST ARL ARLB020 ARRL Renews Request for FCC to Replace Symbol Rate with Bandwidth Limit 


In ex parte comments filed on September 17 in WT Docket 16-239, ARRL renewed its request that the FCC 
delete symbol-rate limits for data transmissions in the Amateur Service rules. As it did in its initial filing, 
ARRL asked the FCC to couple the removal of the symbol rate limits with the adoption of a 2.8 kHz band- 
width limit. In response to a 2013 ARRL Petition for Rulemaking (RM-11708), the FCC proposed deleting 
the symbol-rate limits but declined to replace them with the 2.8 kHz bandwidth that ARRL wanted.

"This proceeding addresses an update to the Commission's rules that is needed because a limitation in the 
rules unintentionally is inhibiting US amateurs from employing the latest improvements to some of the digi- 
tal modes," ARRL said in its remarks. "Data signals commonly used for daily communications as well as in 
disaster situations have bandwidths in the range of 2.5 kHz and must co-exist with other modes that use 
bandwidths as narrow as 50 Hz." 


ARRL said the 1980s-era symbol-rate limits now inhibit the use of some efficient data modes. "The symbol 
rate limit uniquely prevents radio Amateurs in the United States from experimenting and innovating with a 
class of modern digital communication techniques that already are widely used in other countries," ARRL 
told the FCC. "The limit also impairs the ability of Amateurs to improve support that they offer in times of 
disaster." 


Repealing the symbol-rate limit would "allow shortened transmission times for the same amount of data 
without increasing the bandwidth occupied by the signal," ARRL contended. "Other Amateurs would benefit 
by the resulting reduction in potential interference." 


ARRL's remarks also addressed issues raised by other parties. "Discussion by commenters in this proceeding 
delve into subjects well beyond its scope," ARRL said, noting that it had attempted to broker consensus 
among "some of the most active commenters" with an eye toward exploring possible areas of agreement for 
the FCC's consideration. ARRL noted that the parties to the ARRL-arranged talks declined to forward to the 
FCC "joint recommendations on which conditional agreement had been reached." 


"The issues discussed with the parties are outside the scope of this Docket and would require a further Notice 
of Proposed Rulemaking before final consideration," ARRL observed. "Some of the same issues also are 
raised in petitions for rulemaking on which the Commission has sought comment. Given the policy as well 
as factual disagreements evidenced in the record, we understand that the Commission may decide to consider 
some of these issues." 


One of those issues involves automatically controlled digital stations (ACDS). Commenters’ concerns fo- 


cused on interference that could occur with a move away from symbol-rate criteria. ACDS with signals 
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wider than 500 Hz and below 29.7 MHz are confined to specific subbands. ARRL recommended that the 
FCC consider rule changes that would have all ACDS stations and digital stations with bandwidths greater 
than 500 Hz share identified subbands. 


ARRL said if additional signals are added to the ACDS subbands, as recommended, that it would strongly 
support expanding the HF ACDS subbands. But, ARRL added, "changing the subband boundaries requires 
study and careful consideration of trade-offs, because any changes will affect multiple user interests." ARRL 
referred subband reformulation issues to its HF Band Planning Committee for study and recommendations. 


Some commenters also raised the issue of obscure and encrypted messages. ARRL pointed out in its ex parte 
remarks that it remains opposed to encryption in the amateur bands, but disagreed "with commenters who 
argue that the digital modes being used by radio amateurs around the world are per se ‘obscured' or 
‘encrypted. 


ARRL noted that FCC rules permit the use of "new and innovative digital modes" without prior approval, if 
specified conditions are met. Digital techniques must use approved codes with publicly documented techni- 
cal characteristics, and their purpose must be to facilitate communication and not to obscure content. 


"Some commenters allege that specific messages violate the Commission's rules governing encryption, third- 
party messages, pecuniary interests, objectionable language, or commercial carriage," ARRL noted, and they 
have called for open-source decoding software to aid in enforcing the applicable rules. "We observe that re- 
cently there have been laudable efforts at self-policing," ARRL said. "Unresolved complaints are appropri- 
ately handled as enforcement matters rather than as rulemaking matters." 


ARRL concluded, "It is vital that the rules governing the Amateur Radio Service facilitate continuation of its 
experimental traditions and purposes. Using the Amateur spectrum 'sandbox' for innovation and development 
of new ideas and technologies is of significant public benefit." 
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FCC Proposes To Make All Universal Licensing System Filings 
Electronic 


The FCC is seeking comment on a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking Proce 


(NPRM : https://docs.fcc.gov/public/attachments/FCC-19-87A1.pdf) 

that is part of an overall plan to transition completely to electronic filing, 
licenses, authorizations, and correspondence. The notice proposes to make all fil- 
ings to the Universal Licensing System (ULS) electronic, expand electronic filing 
and correspondence elements for related systems, and require applicants to pro- 
vide an email address on the FCC forms related to these systems. Although much 
of the FCC's ULS filings are already electronic, the changes suggested in the 
NPRM (in WT Docket No. 19-212) would require all Amateur Radio Service ap- 
plications to be filed electronically. Under current rules, Amateur Radio applications may still be filed manu- 
ally, except those filed by Volunteer Examiner Coordinators (VECs). 


"Given the drastic changes that have occurred with regard to the ubiquity of the internet and increased per- 
sonal computer access, we find it unlikely that electronic filing remains infeasible or cost-prohibitive for the 
previously exempted types of filers, or that they lack resources to file electronically," the FCC said in the 
NPRM, released on September 6. "We therefore propose to eliminate Section 1.913's exemptions to manda- 
tory electronic filing." 


The FCC said that while the vast majority of ULS applications today are submitted electronically, some are 
still manually filed, largely from exempted filers, such as radio amateurs. Last year, the FCC received some 
5,000 manually filed applications out of a total of some 425,000. The FCC is seeking comment on whether 
its underlying assumptions about the ease of electronic filing for previously exempted filers are valid. 


This NPRM also seeks comment on additional rule changes that would further expand the use of electronic 
filing and electronic service. The FCC stopped providing printed Amateur Radio license documents in 2015. 


"Together, these proposals will facilitate the remaining steps to transition these systems from paper to elec- 
tronic, reducing regulatory burdens and environmental waste, and making interaction with these systems 


more accessible and efficient for those who rely on them," the FCC said. 


Comments are due within 30 days of the NPRM's release.

Wrenching 


I'm going to come clean. Sure, I've always known that coax connections have to be tight, but I always 

thought some OMs were going a bit overboard when they got out their pliers to tighten all of their 
coaxial cable connections in the shack. I thought a really good hand tightening for indoor connectors was 
sufficient. I was wrong. Two recent incidents drove this home. The first occurred during the Washington 
Salmon Run. I was running with a temporary setup, and sometimes while I would CQ, I'd lose the CAT con- 
nection between the laptop and the radio. For hours while running, I unplugged and plugged the USB cable 
between the radio and computer and "Reset Radios" in NIMM Logger+ each time the connection dropped, 
thinking at various times I had a flaky USB cable, a problem with shielding of the USB cable, or just 
"gremlins." I even snapped on some torroids I had hanging around, the electronic equivalent of an animal 
offering. It became much clearer what was going on as I saw the power level on the amplifier vary as I 
moved around the room during an automated CQ. Something was changing the drive level to the amp. On a 
hunch, I checked the cable from the rig to the amplifier: Loose! The RF return wasn't the shield of the coax 
sometimes, and random RF was interfering with the low level of the USB signals and causing drive issues 
with the amplifier. Tightening the jumper with a wrench cured it for the rest of the contest. 


The second instance occurred last weekend. I was helping troubleshoot the following problem at a friend's 
remote QTH : "When I turn the antenna toward the shack and transmit on 20 meters, the amplifier faults, and 
I lose the internet." Given that problem statement, we gathered data. We disconnected control and network 
cables to the amplifier. Still faulting. We decoded the error from the amplifier as "grid over current" in a grid 
driven amplifier. Aha! Loose connection! I reasoned that if there was intermittent shielding on the coax ca- 
ble, some of the transmitted signal would be feeding back to the input, and overdriving the amplifier. Unfor- 
tunately for that theory, the cables were already wrench tight. But wait, how do we know the cable is good? 
After removing the cable that was there and replacing with another that was carefully wrench tightened - no 
amplifier faults. Problem solved! We made sure the defective jumper went into the garbage at the curb, so 
that nobody could look into the shack trash can and wonder why someone threw away a "perfectly good" 
coax jumper. Murphy beat a small retreat, but still lives on in the internet provider's fiber network interface 
hardware - despite chokes on power and network lines, the internet connection reliably faults when the an- 
tenna is pointed at the house. Another problem to be solved another day.

Since the aim of the new Groups is to encourage discussion, as opposed to just being a question-and-answer 


session, there will be some basic ground rules to which participants of the Groups will be expected to ad- 
here : 
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¢ All questions will be welcome, no matter how many times they have already been asked and answered, 
or how obvious the answers might be in the documentation. 

¢ Neither personal attacks nor foul language will be tolerated. Violators will immediately be placed on 
"moderated" status, meaning their subsequent posts will require Moderator approval until the Moderator's 
trust has been regained. 

¢ Those posting are reminded that these forums are open to everyone, including prospective hams and op- 
erators who are not ARRL members but may be thinking about joining; so civility and courtesy is ex- 
pected, even when disagreeing. 


The Committee believes that providing more opportunities for two-way discussion between the organiza- 
tion’s leaders and the entire community of amateur radio operators will assist the organization in truly serv- 
ing the needs of this community.

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Motorcycle...Ham!

As a motorcycle rider, have you ever watched the Tour de France bicy- 
cle race and seen the motorcycle support bikes and wonder what it 
would be like to ride along with the peloton? For many motorcyclists 
this resides only in our imagination. But for one weekend a year in 
South Jersey, a motorcyclist has the opportunity to experience bicycle 
support first hand. I had the opportunity to ride a motorcycle 2 days in 
support of the Multiple Sclerosis Society's “Bike MS: City to Shore 
Ride 2019” event. The MS 150 is one of the society’s largest fundrais- 
ing events, with hundreds of participating bicyclists. A 2-day bike race/ 
tour from Cherry Hill NJ to Ocean City NJ. The first day ride route is 
from Cherry Hill to Ocean City. For the hardcore cyclists that have the 
energy for the 2" day, the ride course reverses from OC back to Cherry 
Hill for 75 miles on Sunday. There are 100-mile, 75-mile, and 45-mile 
routes combined on the course and cyclists can choose the route that 
suits their cycling ability. Cyclists get sponsorship from friends, rela- 
tives, employers, and others to raise money to help those afflicted with 
Multiple Sclerosis. Along with traffic control from local police units in 
many towns along the route, hundreds of volunteers donate their time and resources for what could be com- 
pared to a military grade logistical and communications operation that spans across the state of NJ. 


On the route there are SAG vans (Support And Gear vans for bike repairs and stranded rider pickup), mobile 
repair shops operated by private bike shops (Support your local bike shop!) and emergency medical services 
(EMT’s). All these use radio communications on multiple 2-meter frequencies managed by a central com- 
mand center (net control) located in Ocean City NJ. The US Army would be proud of this communications 
operation. Ham radio repeater owners/operators donate their repeaters for this weekend and create a linked 
frequency network that has hundreds of square miles of 2-meter coverage. It’s a herculean feat of radio engi- 
neering done by expert Ham volunteers. The BEARS system, K2DX, W2FLY, and K3BR are some of the 
repeaters pressed into duty. There is also an APRS (Automatic Packet Reporting System) team led by Jim 
AJ3DI & company that provide APRS beacons for the support vehicles that need them. 


In addition to the repeater networks, the Amateur Radio community along with the motorcycling community 
combine forces along the route to ensure rider safety. Amateur radio operators occupy selected checkpoints 
(called Checkpoint Communicators) and motorcycle Road Marshalls patrol assigned sections of the route 
(equipped with cell phones to call for rider support). There are many miles of the course that have large gaps 
in coverage so in recent years a new support division was created combining both Ham radio and motorcy- 
cles. Motorcycle Hams! With a Ham License and the proper radio equipment installed, MC-Hams ride the 
entire course and fill in the gaps that lack the coverage of Checkpoint Communicators and Road Marshalls. 
MC-Ham motorcycles are equipped with APRS beacons for tracking on the aprs.fi website by the central 
command center. Much as the event is a challenge for a beginner bicyclist, Road Marshall and MC-Ham 
roles are not for the beginner motorcyclist. It requires a highly experienced motorcyclist to support and ride 
alongside cyclists that are taxing their abilities to the fullest. Due to the constant stream of visual and audio 
inputs motorcycle riding skills must be instinctual. 


As a first time MC-Ham I joined an experienced team of 4 other MC-Hams and school was in! MC-Hams 


ride in pairs using a cyclical coverage system of riding 10 miles forward and turning around and riding 5 
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miles back looking for stranded cyclists that need assistance. With multiple pairs of MC-Hams staggering 
their starts and stops, overlapping of coverage can be created along a section of the route that spans many 
miles. This “10 minus 5” method gets the entire course covered by multiple MC-Ham pairs from start to fin- 
ish. All MC-Hams and Checkpoint Communicators use a designated repeater frequency to monitor and com- 
municate with net control to call for rider support and checkpoint reporting (support vehicle identification as 
they pass checkpoints for command center tracking of their locations along the route). MC-Hams also use a 
simplex frequency for bike to bike communications. Scanning the route for stranded riders, monitoring net 
control radio traffic, and giving the cyclists as much road space as possible uses experience in both hobbies 
simultaneously. 


MC-Hams traverse the entire route and must be mindful of dehydration and fatigue and must make good use 
of the rest stop provisions as much as the cyclists themselves do. (Communicators and Road Marshalls are 
released from duty after all the riders are past their assigned areas, and their snacks are just as good!) There 
are multiple rest stops along the route, for a quick rest, lunch or other refreshments, and dancing. (ok, the cy- 
clists are too tired to dance, but the DJ’s and sound systems are rocking! And yes, I got caught dancing. ..just 
a little.) 


Since MC-Hams are the most agile of radio enabled support vehicles carrying a tool kit comes in handy as 
there are more than just flat tires happening when pushing bicycles to their mechanical limits. Mechanical 
assistance requests are handled by calling net control for a SAG van or Mobil Bike shop. I was able to get a | 
rider back on the road quickly without a SAG call using a Leatherman tool! We are there to support and pro- 
tect the cyclists however we can. 


As a first timer, I thought that repeater network coverage could be handled with my 10-Watt TYT-UV8000E 
radio (the same one I used last year as a Checkpoint Communicator) but learned on the southern branch of 
the route transmit capability to open the repeater is spotty. A 25 Watt or better DC powered radio with an 
external antenna mounted on the bike is the best equipment install. Plans are in place to install my 25W 
QYT8900 on my motorcycle for next year. (These QYT slice of bread sized radios are well suited for this 
task as 2 of my colleagues used the 8900D models.). Luckily, my riding partners helped me with this rookie 
oversight the times I was out of range of a repeater. 


One of the most important things to identify is what mile marker on the route you are on at any given loca- 
tion. Even a GPS loaded with a gpx file route file there is not enough information to know exactly at what 
mile marker you are located. Route mile markers are critical information for calling for support. Using the 
odometer, or by resetting my trip meter on the bike to zero at a rest stop or specific mile marker, a quick 
math calc at any part of the route can ascertain your exact mile marker location. The APRS beacon can be 
used by net control for location clarification when emergency medical services are required as time is criti- 
cal. 


The ride route is on public roads and motorcyclists are fully aware of the dangers of distracted drivers in 
automobiles. These are hazards motorcyclists experience often and this is a well-covered subject in Motor- 
cycle Safety Foundation (MSF) training classes. On this job it’s not just you and your motorcycle that needs 
this awareness, but we need to extend this information processing to include dozens of other bicycles with us 
also. It’s important to keep yourself visible and protect the cyclists who are often fatigued and may not be 
fully aware of their road surroundings at every moment. MC-Hams and Road Marshalls need to be able to 
effectively communicate verbally and visually to autos and bicycles converging to help maintain safety for 
all. 
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The most satisfying aspect of this experience is the gratefulness of the cyclists (there are many more, includ- 
ing the complementary OC beachfront hotel and dinner for 2-day volunteers!). The riders are as tough as iron 
to sign up for this great cause and they know what we bring to the table for their safety. The gratitude they 
express to us at every opportunity is immensely gratifying. Either on the road, or meeting at rest stops, their 
appreciation of our work is unlimited. Rarely does one get to combine two “hobbies” for such an incredible 
impact, and the money raised goes to eliminate one of our most debilitating diseases. 


After 2 full days of this event and hundreds of miles of riding I was happily exhausted. This was combined 
with an incredible exhilaration of the total experience. What was learned, what was accomplished for a great 
cause along with new friendships made. This does not happen every day! 


Thanks to my new friends and coaches : Rick KC2VXI, Rick KC2YFY, Charlie NICRR, Dennis W2DDS, 
and Tom KD9BVC from the Jersey Shore Amateur Radio Society for all their help and patience breaking 
in a “Beemer” newbie. Special thanks to Jim AJ3DI, Karl W2KBF, Mike N2SRO, Jim KD2TAT, and Joe 
DiBartolo KC2SFB, for their help on boarding a new MC-Ham. And thanks to the 139 Hams that stepped up 
and made this event possible including GCARC member Checkpoint Communicators, Jennifer KD2EYR, 
Frank W2FJM, Laurie KD2EYW, Sheldon K2MEN, and Bruce KD2LBU. (Sorry if I missed anyone!) Could 
not be done without you!

1.No attachments (e.g. pictures, files) are allowed on the reflector. 


2.If you have Club-related pictures that you would like to share, you can send them to the webmaster, he 
will put them on the website and he will send out a general e-mail to all the members. 


3.Otherwise, the pictures will have to be sent to the members’ addresses. 


4.URLs/Hyperlinks are acceptable on the reflector. 


5.Do not send any messages with e-mail addresses in the BCC (Blind Carbon Copy) field. The message 


will be rejected. Use only the To: or CC: fields. 


6.Members are subscribed to the reflector using the member's e-mail address from the roster database. You 
must use that address when sending an e-mail via the reflector. 


7.If you use another address on the reflector, the message will get rejected or "bounced", because the reflec- 


tor does not recognize that address. 


8.Whenever a message sent to reflector is rejected or "bounced" for various reasons, the administrator has to 
log-in to the Mailman.QTH website and approve the message. If the admin recognizes the address as be- 
longing to a Club member, the message is accepted and passed on to the reflector. 


FYI...If you use Comcast e-mail, you are limited to 100 addresses per message.
